Georgia Told 
to Cut Funds 
to Schools 
ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - A 


panel of three federal judges 
has ordered the Georgia Board 
of Education to terminate state 
funds to school districts which 
have not filed desegregation 
plans by March 1970. 


The 
far-reaching 
decision 


Wednesday also: 


—Defines an integrated school 


system as one in which 75 per 
cent of all pupils of a minority 
race are enrolled in integrated 
facilities. 


— Requires the state board, 


with the assistance of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare (HEW), to 
process and review all school 
desegregation plans in the state 
before April 1,1970. 


—Directs the state board, in 


cases 
where 
desegregation 


plans are not in compliance 
with court standards, to insure 
compliance by May 1,1970. 


— Orders each of the desegre- 


gation plans fully implemented 
by Sept. 1,1330. 


:; The deeisltfo was believed to 
'Wtlie first itn the nafton placing 
the responsibility for school de- 
segregation at the state level. In 
the past, such action has been 
directed at local boards with the 
possible cutoff of federal school 
funds used as the prime method 
of enforcement. 


It also marked the first time a 


federal court has designated 
specific standards for school de- 
segregation. 


The decision came on a Jus- 


tice Department suit filed last 
August. 


The suit, seeking state-en- 


forced integration of all Georgia 
schools, was the first ever filed 
by 
the 
federal 
government 


against a state. It followed an 
announced shift in school de- 
segregation enforcement from 
HEW to the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


State funds represent approxi- 


mately 80 per cent of all public 
education money available to 
Georgia's 192 school districts. 


The order will affect 81 Geor- 


gia school districts. The remain- 
ing 111 districts are either under 
court order or in compliance 
with 
HEW's 
desegregation 


school guidelines.

Gabriel received 21 full votes 


and a portion of another ballot 
that was1 aplit among Gabriel, 
Calvin Hill of Dallas and Joe 
Kapp of Minnesota. 


Kapp, the man who helped en- 


gineer the Rams' defeat the 
hands of the Vikings, was Ga- 
briel's closest competitor with 
eight votes. Carl EUer, the 
Minnesota defensive end who 
leads the charge of the Purple 
Gang, was next with seven, an 
unusually high total for a defen- 
sive player. 


Sonny Jurgensen, called by 


Washington Coach Vince Lom- 
bard!, the greatest quarterback 
in the game, and perhaps ever, 
had four votes for his efforts in 
leading the Redskins to their 
best record since 1955. 


Calvin Hill, the surprising 


Dallas rookie from Yale, also 
had four votes and a portion of 
a fifth. 


Deacon Jones, veteran Los 


Angeles defensive end Dick But- 
kus, the Chicago Bears' super 
middle linebacker, and Alex 
•^^•^/iPJttSlKs^line defensive 
tackle, each had one. 


The honors were won last 


year by Earl Morrall, who led 
Baltimore to the league title as 
a fill-in fmr the injured John 
Unitas. Morrall, used sparingly 
this year, did not get a vote. 


Gabriel, an eight-year veter- 


an, got his big chance in 1965 
when Bill Munson suffered a 
knee injury. Gabriel refused to 
give the job back to Morton the 
following 
year. 
Eventually, 


Morton was traded to Detroit, 
leaving Gabriel in control. 


Some knowing football people 


put Gabriel in the same class 
with Green Bay's Bart Starr in 
his mastery of ball - control 
plays. In addition to throwing 23 
touchdowns and completing 204 
of 375 passes for 2,439 yards, 
Gabe also can take off with the 
ball. 


He ranks third on the team as 


a rusher and has carried the 
ball into the end zone for five 
touchdowns.

Margaret Clayton said Wednes- 
day that she was abducted by 
a man who was kind, courteous 
and with a personality that 
"did not fit in with what he 
was doing." 


Mrs. Clayton, 53, said the ab- 


duction took place about 12:30 
Sm. Tuesday in the kitchen of 
Hfer home in this community 
near DeValls Bluff, where her 
husband, Herbert, 55, is vice 
president of a branch of t h e 
Planters Bank & Trust Co. of 
Forrest City. 


She was released at 8:10 p.m. 


Tuesday at a service station at 
Alma when her husband hand- 
ed the kidnaper a paper sack 
containing $15,uOO in small de- 
nominations. 


Robert Porter, president of 


the bank, said the bank would 
absorb the loss of the ransom 
paid for Mrs. Clayton. 


The woman, weary from her 


ordeal, granted a brief inter- 
view Wednesday to two report- 
ers as she sat on a couch in 
her home. She declined to be 
photographed. 


"It's 
just unreal," she sai. 


"He was extremely courteous 
at all times. I would say he 
was well-mannered." 


She said the abductor came 


into her kitchen on the pretext 
of discussing business, then told 
her that he was kidnaping her. 
She said he let her get her 
coat, and then they left in a 
car. 


Along the way, she paid $3 


for gasoline at one stop, bought 
$1 of gasoline at another, and 
wrote a check for $G,50 to buy 
a used tire at Miller Tire Co, 
i/i North Little Rock after the 
man's car had a flat, Mrs. 
Clayton said. 


When her husband paid the 


ransom, the man burred a $20 
bill, bought more gasoline, and 
returned the change to Clayton, 
the kidnap victim told news- 
men. 


She said that after she was 


yjducted, she called the bank 
and told her husband what had 
happened. She also relayed in- 
structions 
from the abductor 


fur Clayton to go to various 
places where a meeting could 
U- arranged. 


Kach time, however, Clayton 
a^ not contacted, and, when 


he 
telephoned 
his 
bank, he 


would find new instructions to 
go to another spot. Finally a

Mrs. Clayton said the abduc- 


tor kept a pistol between his 
legs throughout the drive and 
stressed that he did not want 
to harm her. 


Asked if she became hungry 
Mrs. Clayton said, "We had 
nothing to eat, but who was 
wanting to eat?" 


During the drive out of Toll- 


ville, she added, she saw sev- 
eral persons she recognized, 
"but none of them looked to- 
ward the car." 


A native of Lynwood, Calif., 


Mrs. Clayton said she and her 
husband came to Tollville 21 
years ago. Their home is lo- 
cated on a gravel road off Ar- 
kansas 86.

Q. How much social securi- 


ty can a farmer and his family 
receive? 


A. A worker whose earnings 


average $1,600 each year would 
qualify for a monthly payment 
of $84.70. The maximum amount 
for the family of a retired, dis- 
abled, or deceased worker based 
on average earnings of $1,600 a 
year is $127.10 a month. This is 
only one example of the amount 
of social security payable. Dif- 
ferent average earnings during 
a worker's lifetime would pro- 
duce different 
monthly pay- 


ments, ranging up to $190.00 
a month to some Individual bene- 
ficiaries retiring in the near fu- 
ture, and as much as $400 to 
a family. 


Q. I run a cattle operation. 


Is it important for me to re- 
port social security on the wages 
I pay my employees? 


A. The social security insur- 


ance 
for these employees and 


their families is just as im- 
portant 
as 
your own social 


security. A farm employer is 
required to report the wages 
of each of his workers (1) to 
whom he pays pages amount- 
ing to $150 or more in a year, 
or (2) who work on some part 
of 20 or more days during the 
year and wages are paid on 
a time basis. These provisions 
are not optional, and farm work- 
ers and their families have the 
.same right to social security 
insurance as do other workers. 


Q. 
What 
is the maximum 


amount of the social security 
lump sum death benefit? 


A. The- maximum amount is 


$255 and the minimum is $105, 
and it can range anywhere bet- 
ween $1G5 and $255. The amount 
of the payment is based on the 
deceased worker's average earn- 
ings. 


Q. Do you have to be a citi- 


zen of the I'nited States to qual- 
ify for social securitypayments? 


A. No, being a U.S. citizen is 


not a requirement for social se- 
curity payments. 


Q. I am a veteran of World 


War 11. I understand I receive 
social security credits for my 
active duty military service in 
those years, but at what rate

After six years at the top 


in the States, a lot of rec- 
ords, a couple of movies, as- 
sorted marriages, a divorce, 
a pot bust and a lot of other 
very h u m a n s t u f f , The 
Beatles remain the unchal- 
l e n g e d superstars of the 
young. 


Sure, The Rolling Stones 


are big and Bob Dylan has 
it when he wants to (which 
ain't often) and good groups 
like Grass Roots and Steam 
pop up every year.

Bennett has a theory on

Determine Source to Find 
Cause of Blood in Sputum 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What could cause my 


sputum to c o n t a i n blood 
sometimes? The doctor says 
my throat is red but it does 
not hurt. 


A—The blood may come 


f r o m y o u r gums, nose, 
throat, larnyx or lungs. A 
c a r e f u l s t u d y should be 
made to determine the exact 
source of the bleeding. This 
should reveal the cause. 


Q—My daughter, 16, has a 


depressed chest bone. Our 
doctor says it is nothing to 
worry about but my daugh- 
ter is self-conscious'about it.

British Vote 
Out Capital 
Punishment 
LONDON (AP) - The British 


House of Commons voted nearly 
2 to 1 Tuesday night to abolish 
capital punishment, but the out- 
come in the House of Lords is in 
doubt. 


The Lords open a two-day de- 


bate on the issue today, with 
many Conservative peers favor- 
ing the return of the hangman. 
Two amendments were pro- 
posed in the upper house, one to 
delay a decision until next sum- 
mer and another to postpone the 
decision for at least another 
year. 


Parliament in 1965 suspended 


the death penalty for a trial pe- 
riod of five years. The House of 
Commons 
voted 
343-185 last 


night to make the suspension 
permanent. 


It was a free "vote of con- 


science," unrestricted by party 
instructions. 


Home Secretary James Cal- 


laghan had introduced the reso- 
lution although it was not a gop- 
ernment bill, and he threatened 
to resign if the measure was de- 
feated. 


One 
public 
opinion 
poll 


showed 85 per cent of those 
questioned in favor of restoring 
the death penalty, and a petition 
with one million signatures sup- 
porting this view was delivered 
to the House. But Callaghan 
urged the members to "act in 
advance of public opinion." 


"Parliament Las done it be- 


fore," he said, "and Parliament 
was not wrong. Let us give the 
lead again." 


Presenting figures which he 


said made Britain "appear to be 
an oasis in a violent world," 
Callaghan reported that so far 
tliis year 172 persons in England 
and Wales have been charged 
with murder, compared with 208 
last year. He also reported that 
since World War II, 17 police of- 
ficers had been murdered on 
duty and one prison officer had 
been slain. He said the figures 
were higher in most other Euro- 
pean countries and 10 times as 
high in the United States.

vote. Southerners protested the 
effect was to scuttle the amend- 
ment.
